Charles Utter, a mountain guide 


taut trapper, who resides in this place 
hu jtut concluded a three months' 
Loot, the jesnlt of which may inter- 
est sporting men. In the time men* 
tiooed he, with the assistance of two 
others, killed one hundred elk, one 
hundred and forty antelope and three 
hundred anil nine deer. His field of 
operations was the Middle Park, and 
la» main camp en Grind river, below 
tha cation, at tlie upper end ol which 
the hot springs arc located. The 
game was disposed of at Laramie, on 
the Union Pacific Bail road, at Cen- 
tral City, Black Hawk and George- 
town. No count was kept of small 
game, such as grouse, sage-Lens, 
Jack-rabbits, ilucka and g<. eae. Not a 
single bear was killed or seen. One 
j»nw» to the camp one night anil tore 
down a side of elk meat, but got 
away without being hurt. The heads 
and skin* of the animals are now at 
the camp, on Grand river, and a par- 
ty of men aro at work there dressing 
them, and Mr. Utter expect* to real- 
ize more from them than he did from 
ibe meat. About the 22d of Septem- 
ber the party was overtaken by a ter- 
rible mow atom) which caused the 
Iocs of four mnles. They were coin- 
pelted to leave the stosk and return 
lor then after the storm was over. 
Plentr of bison were seen, bnt none 
were killed, as the meat ia not salable 
here. The prices which have been 
paid for meat in the border towns 
make this hunt not very profitable 
after all. Game is so common in this 
market that it is no longer considered 
• delicacy, particularly since Utter 
sent us a thousand pounds of trout 
and a wagon load of ducks, besides 
the larger game. The Middle Park 
is now a splendid bunting ground, 
but a few more hunts such as the 
above described, will soon frighten 
the game maj.— Georgetown (Col.) 
Jfewt.

OCR INDUSTRIAL WQ NDERS. 


When one glances at some of the 


industrial achievements of the conn- 
try, tho conclusion is irresistably 
armed at, thaV the United States ia a 
big country—big in the creation and 
development of nil the elements of a 
great and increasing material pros- 
perity, showing remarkable illustra- 
tions of national character and appe- 
tencies. 
There are figures that daze 


in this respect, and in this Centen- 
nial year it is proper to present some 
of them. 
For instance, in 1875, ac- 


cording to one authority, there was 
not less than 154,767,000 pounds of 
domestic wool 
manufactured into 


various kinds of-goods, employing 
nearly 100,000 bunds, and the wages 
[mid to the operatives amounted in 
round numbers to 325,000,000, the 
capital invested being about §100,- 
000,000, while the combined power 
necessary to the realization of this 
branch of operative industry is cqaal 
to tbe applied force of 95,000 horses, 
capable of carding 357.500 pounds of 
wool per day. 
Yet there was not a 


machinery-made woolen shirt in the 
American caaip during the Revolu- 
tion. 


In the matter of cotton manufac- 


tures, one hundred years after tbe 
declaration of American indepen- 
dence, iu 1875-C, not less than 1,722,- 
000,000 yards of cotton goods, in- 
cluding 726,000,000 yards of sheeting, 
217,000,000 yards of twilled good*, 
and 740,000,000 yards of prints were 
produced in tho United tStates, 2.- 
212,080 bales of raw cotton were con- 
sumed, being manipulated by 18i>,- 
000 looms and 10,000,000 spindles, 
giving employment to fully 135,000 
persons, whose wages amounted to 
£35,000,000 annually, the capital nec- 
cessary to realize this approximating 
£140,000,000, and tho value of all 
products aboot 8175,000,000. Were 
we inclined to indulge in geograph- 
ical estimates of the production of 
this branch of operative industry. 
the yards of sheeting, twilled and 
print goods produced in tbe year 
lying in the doorway of tbe centen- 
nial year would be sufficient, if put 
into one piece, to encircle the earth 
at tbe equator over thirty-nine times, 
beginning at a given point, with 
enough left over to stretch from Boa- 
ton to the city of San Francisco, on 
the Pacific Coast, its end swashing 
around ia the waters of tho Golden 
Gate. This queer illustration may 
be regarded aa a stretch of the imag- 
ination by some of oar readers, but 
it is not only opt, but typic.il of the 
long dmwn out production of the 
spinning spin dies and looms of the 
nation's 900 or more cotton mills in 
this, the centennial year of our his- 
tory. 


Touching tho improved resources 


of the people, contrasted with a hun- 
dred years ngo, when the American 
army snflfered iu canap for the want 
of shirts shoes, etc., s feature of oar 
operative industry as it exists to-day 
shows that in the matter of clothing 
that the overcoats supplied to tbe 
soldiers of the late war numbered 
2,218.917, a quantity that would 
have been sufficient to obstruct the 
trmy movements under Qen. Wash- 
ington, on0 nearly enough to pro- 
Tide an overcoat to one-third of the 
voters in the United States to-day. 
In fact the people are better clothed 
to-day than were the Kings of the 
world two hundred yeara ago. 


The industrial wonders of a single 


State, too, are really wonderful in 
this Centennial year. Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania excel in manufac- 
tures. New York and Illinois make 
astonising exhibits in agriculture, 
but it has remained for California to 
cap tbe climax in the production of 
the necessaries of life. 
That State, 


settled only twenty-seven years ago, 
is already competing with the vast 
empire of Russia in wheat. Tbe 
most careful estimates set down the 
wheat crop of lost year at 1,000,000 
tons, 700,000 tons of which will be 
available for export.
